When the Merchants’ Bank firft appli- 
ed fora charter, the oppofition to it, was 
extremely powerful. Its enemies artfully 
contrived to enlift the democratic party a- 
gainft it, thereby intending, contrary to 


€very principle of private right, and pub- 











lic juftice, to make that a party queftion, 
which, in faét, was to effe& the intereft of 
men of all parties. The democratic preffes, 
generally, oppofed the Bank, until it was

the legiflature, and that a charter would 
probably be granted: They, then with one 
or two exceptions, iowered, and in fome 
inftances, entirely changed their tone.

United States, and to injure and to bring 
into contempt the dignity and charac- 
ter of the United States, and the citizens 
thereof ;—and in orderto bring the author 
and publifher of fuch violent, daring and 
infolent attacks on the faid Prefident of the 
United States, and the citizens thereof, to 
trial and punifhment, 


Refolved, (if the hon. the Affembly 
concur) that the Attorney-General be and 
he is hereby direfted to take all neceffary 
and legal meafures to bring the author or 
authors and publifher of the faid falfe,wick- 
ed, feditious and flagitious libels to {peedy 
and condign punifhment. 

Debates having been had on the faid 
motion, Mr. Annin moved the following 
refolution, with its recitals, as a fubftitute : 

Whereas it is the fincere wifh of this 
Senate, to difcountenance the licentiouf- 
nefs of the prefs, by every conftitutional 
mean in its power: And whereas to ac- 
accomplith that end, the Senate teels dif- 
pofed to bear teflimory againft all unfoun- 
ded attacks on the conftituted authori- 
ties of the United States or of this State, 
within its proper {phere: And whereas a 
queftion is now pending before the Su- 
nreme Court of this State, the decifion of 
which will determine whether the State 
Courts have jurifdi€tion in cafes of libels 
againft the Prefident of the United States : 
Therefore, 

Refolved, That it is not expedient at 
prefent for this Senate to dire&t the Attor. 
ney-Genera! of this State, to profecute at 
the expence of this State, any Printer for 
libels againfithe Prefident of the United 
States. 

Mr. Van Vechten, moved to amend the 
faid fubftitute by ftriking out, after the 
word re/olved, the whole of the refolution, 
and inferting the following in its fl@ad :-— 


That it would be improper tor this Sen- | 
ate toexprefs any opinion at prefént on | 


the queflion whether the cafe of a libel a- 
gainit the Prefident of the United States is 
cognizable by the courts of this State. 

The queftion being taken on the amend- 
ment, it pafled in the negative, 15 to6; 
and on the fubftitute, and it likewife paf- 
fed in the negative, 13 to 8. 








The queftion on the motion of Mr. 
Tayler, was then taken, and it alfo pafled 
in the negative, in the manner following, 
viz :—

al ue maple not only affords an 
excellent fugar, but a pleafant Molaffes, an 
agreeable beer, a flrong and found wine, 
and an excellent vinegar. 

The following receipts for making each 
of them have been obtained from perfons 
who have facceeded in the manulatture of 
them and are earneftly recommended to 
thofe citizens of the United States, who 
live in the neighbourhood of fugar maple 
trees. 

TO MAKE MAPLE SUGAR. 

Make an incifion in a number of maple 
trees, at the fame time, in the months of 
February and March, and receive the juice 
ot them in earthen or wooden veflels. 
Strain the juice (after it is drawn from its 
fediment) and boilit. Pace the kettle di- 
reétly over the fire in fuch a manner that 
the flames fhall not play upon its fides. 
‘When it is reduced to thick fyrrup, and 
cooled, ftrain it again, and let it fettle for 
two or three days; in which time it wiil 
vs eed for granulating. This opera- 
tion is performed by filling the kettle half 
full of fyrrup, and boiling & a fecond time. 
To preventits rifing too fuddenly, and boil- 
ing over, addto it apiece of frefh butter 
or fat, of the fize of a walnut. 

You may eafily determine whether it is 
fufficiently boiled to granulate, by cooling 
a littleofit, It muft then be put into bags 
or bafkets, through which the water «will 
drain, fo as to leave it ina folid form, 
This fugar, if refined by the ufual procefs, 
may be made into as good fingle or double 
refined loaves as ever were made of the 
fugar obtained from the juice of the Weft 
India cane. 

MAPLE MOLASSES. 

This may be made in three ways: 11, 
from the thick fyrrup obtained by boiling 
atter it is {trained for granulation. adiy, 
From the drainings of the fugar. diy, 
From the lait drainings of the tree (which 
will not granulate) reduced by evaporation 
to the confiftence of molafles, 

MAPLE BEER. 

To every 4 gallons of water, (while 
boiling) add a quart of maple molafles. 
When the liquor is cooledta blood heat, 
put in as much yeaft as is neceffary to fo. 
ment it. Malt orbran may be added to 
this beer, when agreeable. If a table 
fpoontul of the effence of {pruce is added | 











to the above quantities of water and mo- 
lafles, it makes a moft delicious and whole- 
fome drink. 

MAPLE WINE. 

Boil 4, §, or 6 gallons of fap (according 
to its ftrength) to one and add yeaft in 
proportion to the quantity you make. 
—After it is fermented, fet it afide ina 
cool place, well flopped. Itkeptfor 2 or 
3 years, it will become a pleafant found 
wine, in every re{pect equal to the fecond 
clafs of winesimported from foreign coun. 
tries. This wine may be rendered fragrant 
by the addition of alittle {heed magnolia 
root, or any other aromatic fubilance. 

MAPLE VINEGAR. 

Expofe the fap of the maple to the open 
air, in the fyn, and in a thort time it will 
become vinegar. 

By thefe receipts large quantities of each 
of the above articles have been made in 
the frontier counties of New-Hammphhire, 
Maffachufetts, N. York and Pennfylvania. 
A German farmer in Northamberland 
county Pennfylvania, (where the maple 
trees giow as plentifully as oaks and pines 
in any other places) made three hundred 
lbs. of fugar in one year, which he fold to 
his neighbors andtravellers, for nine pence 
apound. From the value of thefe trees 
and the many ufesto which their fap has 
been applied, the new fettlers have learned 
to preferve them with as much care as if 
they were apple or other fruit trees. From 
the faciljty with which they may be culti- 
vated,-and the profit which can be had 
from them, it is plain, that a farmer in an 
old country could raife nothing on his tarm 
with lefs labor and nothing from which he 
could derive more emolument, than the 
{ugar maple tree,

PULPIT ELOQUENCE, 





WE should be guilty of a criminal neglect of du- 
ty if we omitted to recommend 40 the perusal 
readers the Rev. Dr. Buisy’s Discourse at the Fu.

We behold around 
usafieeting and tranfitory fcene.. The 
friends of our youth are removed into the 
land of forgectuinefs, and leave us to pro- 
fecute our journey alone. Old age ad- 
vances, with halty fleps, attended with in- 
irmity and difeafe, deftitute of enjoyment, 
and leaving us nothing to wifh for, but 
that death would come to conclude our 
forrows, 

‘I {peak not thefe things to difguft you 
atthe world. Inthe world, fuch as it is, 
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— 
Gop has placed you, and in his appoint- 
ment you ought readily to acquiefce. Bat 
if by ftating the true eftimate of human 
Ife, I can reconcile you to the thonghts 
of your departure hence, and banilh from 
your minds that fear of death which holds 
fo many in bondage, I fhall not difturb 
your innocent tranquility, but rather lay 
the fureft foundation of ferenity and peace. 
And what inthe prefent uncertain and vain 
fcene can attatch to it any rational being ? 
What can there be formidable in death, 
‘which is fo fovereigaaremedy for every 
difeafe, fo certain z deliverance from every 
forrow ? In the grave you fhall reft from 
all your labors. How filent, ftill and 
peacetul are the manfions of tie dead !— 
Tne turmoils, cares and purfuits of lite are 
over. The ftorms of paflion difterd not 
the sndiefs calm which there reigns. The 
cares of gain, and the projeéts of ambition 
interrupt not the flumbers of the lowly bed. 
No more fhall the corroding hand of envy 
trouble the repole of the inhabitants of the 
tomb.

To the Senate and House of Representatives of the 
General Assembly of the commonwealth of Penn- 
sylvania 

The Memorial and Remonftrance of the 

Sub/cribing Citizens, 
RESPECTFULLY SHEWETH, 

THAT your Memoiialiits perceive, with 
{urprife, regiet, and apprehenfion, the at- 
tempt which, is made to induce the Legif- 
lature to call a State Convention, tor the 
avowed purpofe of introducing a radical 
change, in the principles and provifions of 
the Conflitution of Pennfyivania. 

‘That your Memorialifts cannot confider 
it materia! to enquire into the origin and 
progre this alarming Projeét; nor 
will they examine the authority of the Le- 
siflature, to give it fanétion and effet: 
For they are confident, that the virtue and 
good fenfe of the People, will be ultimate- 
ly diiptaved on the oce iieon ; andthe fi- 
delity and impartiality of the r Reprefenta- 
tives, furnifh an aflurance of a tair and full 
opportunity, lor deliberation and decifion. 

That vour Memorialifis deem it, howev- 
er, a duty to themfelves, to their Fellow-

It rendersevery Public Agent amenable, 
immediately or mediately to the People. 

And it eftablifhes a Legiflative juriidic- 
tion, Competent to reform ali the abufes, 
to fupply all the defe&s, and to corre& all 
the inconveniences, which cap occur, in 
the details of Executive and Judicial! tranf- 
actions. 

It a flate of Society is neceflary to the 
peace, improvement, and happinefe of 
mankind: And ifa ftate of Society im- 
plies a government of laws; what fyftem 
does the biftory of nations prefent, what 
tree fyitem can the ingenuity of Politicians 
devife, better calculated, for the peace, 
improvement, and happinefs of man !

NAVAL ENGAGEMENT. 
NORFOLK, MARCH 26. 

Capt. Newell, arrived here on Saturday 
faft from Bermuda, handed us a paper 
from which we copy the following ac- 
count ef a de/percie and gallant adion 
between an Englifh Sa French frigate. 

BERMUDA MARCH 
Wednefday came in from a cruife His 
Majefly’s thip Leander, Capt. Talbot, with 
the French frigate La Ville de Milan, com- 
manded by Monfeur de Reynaud, captaine 
de Vaiflean, and member of tiie Jegion ot 
honor, and Monfieur Gillet, captaine de 
trigate under jury mafts, which fhip had 
been taken by the Leander; and alfo 
with his Majefty’s thip Cleopatra, Capt. 
Sir Robert Laurie, baronet, alfo under 
jury mafts, retaken bythe Leander. A ve- 
ty defperate engagement had taken place 
hetween the Cleopatra & La Ville de Mi- 
lan, which ended in the capture of the for- 
mer, and of which the tollowing are fome 
of the particulars flated as accurately as 

we have been able to procurethem : 
About ten o’clock, A. M. of the 6:h of 
Feb. La Ville de Milan hove in fight, and 
the Cleopatra gave chafe, hoifling Ameri- 
can colours to induce the other to bring to. 
La Ville de Milan, however continued her 
courfe, and the Cleopatra, (though under 
a prefs of fail) could not come up with 
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her fo as to bring her to a@tion, until half 


ruary, when the attion commenced, anc 
continued with great fury on both fides, 
within half cable’s length. During two 
hours and an half the Cleopatra, had great- 
ly the advantage, notwithftanding the 
great {uperiority of the force of the enemy, 
and would inal! probability have foon o- 
bliged the French to furrender, (having at 
5 P. M. fhot away her main top fail yard 
and her mails being very much wounded) 
had not the wheel of the Cleopatra been un- 
fortunately ftruck witha fhot which ren- 
dered it immoveable and the rudder at the 
fame time fo choaked as to be wholly inca- 
pable of direfting the movements of the 
fhip. The Cleopatra having fhot a head, 
was, at the moment of the wheel’s being 
{truck with the fhot, attempted to crofs the 
bows of the French fhip, fo as to rake her, 
when the enemy feeingthe accident which 
had happened, and that fhe was wholly 
unmanageable) with the wind on his beam, 
and a heavy {well, run his head and bow- 
{prit over the Cleopatra’s quarter deck— 
and availing himfelt of his great fuperiort- 
ty in numbers, under a tremendous fire 
from his mufquetry, which almoft cleared 
the Cleopatra’s deck, attempted to board. 
They were, however, with the greateft 
bravery driven back by the gallant few 
who yet remained to detend the fhip. An 
attempt was now made to hoift the toretop 
matt ftay fail, and to fet the f{prit-fail top- 
fail, in order to get clear of the enemy’s 
{hip ; but the men ordered to do this duty, 
were all killed by the mufquetry of the oth- 


‘er fhip, and the Cleopatra being now 


able to bring only two guns to bear upon 
the French fhip, and that with very little 
effe&t from her fuperior height, and the 
French mufquetry fweeping the decks,the 
enemy at length fucceeded in boarding, 
and ata quarter palit 5, P. M, (after a fe- 
vere and bloody confli& of near three 
hours) the Cleopatra was obliged to give 
over an inefle€tuail refiftauce, and to fur- 
render to fuch a fuperior torce—aided as 
it was by an unfortunate accident. After 
the a€tion the Cleopatra was a mere wreck, 
no mafts flanding but her mizen-maft, her 
tore-maft and alfo her bow/fprit having 
been fhot away ; and the next morning the 
French had no maft ftanding but her tore- 
mait ; her main-maft and mizen-maft hav- 
ing gone over the fide. 

To form ajuft opinion of the very gal- 
lant defence made by the Cleopatra, in 
this fevere a€tion with a frigate ot fuch fu- 
perior firength, it is only neceflary to flate 
the comparative force and numbers on 
board the two veflels.. La Ville de Mi- 
lan was laid down fora 74, is a fhip of 
1200 tons burthen, with fitteen ports of 
a fide upon her main-deck, upon which 
fhe had mounted in the aétion twenty. fix 
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! French eighteen-pounders, each carrying 
paft two o'clock, P. M. of the 16:h Feb- |: 


a twenty-two pound fhot; fourteen long 

nine-pounders upon her tore caftle, with 

a crew of 260 men, befides twenty offi- 

cers,and a nunrber ot fuldiers.who were go- 

ing paflengers to France. The Cleopatra 

mounts twenty-two twelve-pounders, and 

had 199 men inthe aétion ; fothat in fize, 

numberof men, and weight of metal, La 

Ville de Milan was nearly double the force 

ofthe Cleopatra.

ance on their part, and brought them with 
her into this port. The aétion happened 
about three degrees to the fouthward of 
this port.
